Seven of the French office law- 
yers defended themselves’ with 
Varying success, most of them de- 
nying intentional guilt and declar- 
ing that they had assumed all the 
papers were correct. In some cases, 


particularly. the one of M. Le- 
grande, the prosecution’s§ allega- 
tions were controverted and Le- 


grande apparently convinced the 
court that most of his disp 'ted doc- 
uments were entirely proper. 

Same Lease Used in Several Cases. 

The Judge, however, cited a num- 
ber of cases in which “he same 
lease was used in several divorces 
to establish residence and other 
cases where the lease was proper, 
but the divorce applicant remained 
but a short time, failing to estab- 
lish. genuine French residence. 

American attorneys whose cases 
were attacked but against whom 
there was no legal act*on, were 
loath to comment. Malone, how- 
beget Said: “Undoubtedly there 
| have been irregularities in speeding 
/up certain cases here, but American 
lawyers have aided the investiga- 
tion in every way and have been 
thanked by the authorities for their 
co-operation.”

Bodenheim 
admitted he went away from New 
York to avoid ‘‘unpleasant publici- 
ty.” 

He declared that he argued with 
Miss Drew until 3 o’clock in the 
morning of the day she left his 
New York apartment, trying to dis- 
suade her from committing sui- 
cide. 

“Yes, she was at my apartment 
Sunday night,’’ he said. “She’s the 
last person I'll ever befriend, too. I 
left New York to get away from 
any publicity in this connection 
and never thought you'd find me. 
Still there’s nothing to hide, only 
its mighty unpleasant.” 

Asked for Criticism of Verses. 

“Two or three weeks ago IJ first 
heard of Virginia Drew. 
letter from her in which she asked 
me to look over some verses sh2 
had written. She wanted to Know 
frankly if they were good or bad. 

“She gave me her ‘phone num- 
ber in the istter and I called her 
up. She begged to be allowed to 
call at my apartment, bringing the 
verses. So she came. They were not 
a bit artistic and I was forced tc 
tell her so. 

“She left very much disappoint- 
ed. Then last Sunday night she 
appeared again. She burst into my 
apartment, saying, in a most mat- 
ter of fact tone, that she was going 
to kill herself because’of her dis- 
appointment over my criticism of 
the verses and her home condi- 
tions. 

“‘*I’m not going to carry on any 
longer,’ was what she said. I ar- 
gued with her, trying to persuade 
her it was better to carry on, that 
she could give up verse and devote 
her talents to music, painting or 
something else artistic. 

Says He Argued Against Suicide. 

“Why, I argued with her from &§ 
in the evening until 3 in the mo@n- 
ing trying to talk her out of sui- 
cide, and I thought I succeeded. 
When she left, I walked with her 
along Forty-fifth street, New York, 
and finally got her promise to go 
on living and make the best of 
things. I thought she went to a 
train. 

“T went back to the hotel where 
my apartment is. The next day the 
clerk told me a man had called, 
flashed a badge of the Secret Serv- 
ice, said he was a brother of Miss 
Drew and hinted at suicide. 

“Tl packed up and got out of 
town to avoid publicity. I had 
nothing to do with her death. Un- 
fortunately, she took my criticism 
to heart. She’s the last I'll ever 
befriend.””

Kellogg Receives Japan’s Unquali- 
fied Acceptance of Pact.

WASHINGTON, July 21.—Japan 

has informed the Washington Gov- 

ernment of her unqualified accept- 

ance of Secretary Kellogg’s  pro- 

posed treaty for the renunciation

The Japanese reply to Kellogg's 
note of June 23 which accompanied 
the revised draft of the projected 
covenant was received last night 
and made public at once. Mean- 
while information was at hand 
which led State Department offi- 
cials to expect a favorable pro- 
nouncement from Czecho-Slovakia 
at any moment. 

On behalf of the Tokio. Govern- 
ment, Baron Tanaka, the Japanese 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, said 
his country was “proud to be 
among the first to be associated” 
with the movement symbolized by 
the treaty and expressed the hope 
that “this simple and magnani- 
mous” pact might meet with the 
endorsement of the entire world. 
No reservations qualified Japan's 
acceptance, nor did the note con- 
tain an additional statement of the 
interpretation which the Tokio 


Government places upon the provi- 


sions of the treajy. The Japanese 
understanding of the covenant was 
set forth merely as “substantially 
the same as that entertained by 


{the Government of the United 
states.’’ 
After the Czecho-Slovakian ac- 


ceptance has been received Kellogg 
will determine the time, place and 
circunrstances of the actual sign- 
ing of the treaty. This may be 
done in formal conversations with 
the 14 nations involved, but lhel- 
logg declines to make any specific 
statement of his plans. 

Replying to President Coolidge’s 
Bastille day message, in which he 
referred to France's acceptance of 
the anti-war treaty, President Dou- 
mergue declared in a cablegram, 
also made public last night at the 
State Department that he joined 
the American Executive in the 
hope of seeing “a formal and gen- 
eral agreement shortly crown the 
disinterested efforts of our two 
countries.”

When one is 80, one has dreams of 
days gone by, and often in my 
dreaimns I live again the many hap- 
py times I spent in America. My 
heart is warm with memories of 
my friends across the sea.” 

Miss Terry was sitting in a big 
armchair by a latticed window 
looking out over the rolling green 
of Kent as she recalled her,experi- 
ences across the Atlantic. 

Her home was a Tudor farm- 
Kduse erected about the time Co- 
lumbus set sail for the new world. 
It was there she has held court and 
welcomed all wayfarers since her 
retirement from tne stage. 

Miss Terry, who for nearly 50 
years was the foremost Portia in 
the.world, was very frail for two 
years. But it was the flesh and not 
the spirit which aged. Even in her 
retirement she never lost track of 


the London theater and its activi- 
ties. 


Until two years ago Miss Terry 


never failed to appear at first 
nights in London, and the tall, 
queenly old lady in black with

Praised by Sarah Bernhardt. 

Sarah Bernhardt called Ellen 
Terry “the greatest actress in the 
world.” Her artistic .partnersbip 
over 24 years with Sir Henry Irv- 


ing constituted one of the most 
brilliant periods of the English 
stage. 


She was almost as well known in 
the United States, where she was 
presented by Charles Frohman, as 
in her native Britain, having toured 
the country 10 times and consider- 
ing it her second home. In ber 
tours of America she was greeted 
as a queen and a jubilee in 1906 
was celebrated in honor of the 
half-century of her connection with 
the stage. She was married three 
times. 

Dame Terry Was acquainted with 
many of the great personages of 
the Victorian era, including Dis- 
raeli, Giadstone and Tennyson. 
Autograph hunters pursued her 
everywhere and she finally capit-

King George V created Miss Ter- 
ry a Dame Grand Cross of the Brit- 
ish Empire in 1925.

Miss Terry’s outstanding roles 
were those of Portia and Ophelia, 
although she made remarkab‘e pour- 
trayals of Juliet, Keatrice, Desde- 
mona, Margaret, Lady Macbeth, 
Rosamund, Guinevere, Imogen, 
Olivia and Madam Sans-Gene.

Kean rushed off the stage and 
made him release the door, then she 
whispered to Ellen: “Finish the 
play, dear, and l’ll double your 
salary.”

Didn’t Like Sothern’s Jokes. 


She left Kean’s management in 
1860 and thereafter played in vari- 
ous stock companies with her sis- 
ter, Kate.

This letter was published on Monday, on 
the same day when the Louisvi Baptist 
pastors’ conference made-its political deci- 
sion. It is a pity that the Louisville Bap- 
tists could not have read Bishop Candlers 
letter before they voted. 

Bishop Candler shows that on three oc- 
casions in the last 75 years the Methodists 
of the South have had to face the question 
as to whether they would inject the Metho- 
dist church into a political controversy. 
Three times in the most authoritative way, 
by an address of the Bishops to the 
Methodist genera] conference, the Methodist 
clergy have been solemnly advised to abjure 
politics. The first occasion was on Aug. 17, 
1865, when the South was in such deep 
distress as a result of the war that the 
temptation to take part in political affairs 
must have been very great indeed. But the 
Methodist Bishops who met in Columbia, 
Ga.. spoke as follows to the clergy: 


Know your high calling. Preach 
Christ and Him crucified. Do not 
preach politics. You have no commis- 
sion to preach politics... The divinity of 
the church is never more strikingly dis- 
played than when it holds on its ever 
straightforward way in the. midst of 
worldly commotions.

3200 MILES BY AIR 


Bixby and Clark Visit Baltic 
Ports, But Fail to Get Per- 
mit io Enter Russia. 


Harold M. Bixby and Stanley 
Clarke, who last week flew over 
Baltic countries, in connection with 
the St. Louis Air Board's European 
tour, had to abandon their inten- 
tion to include Russia in their itin- 
erary. 

Before leaving Paris July 7, Bix- 
by and Clarke had applied for per- 
mission to enter Russia. They 
hoped to find the permission await- 
ing them in Berlin, where they ar- 
rived the afternoon of July 9. At 
the Russian legation they were 
told that no word had come con- 
cerning them. They therefore re- 
mained in Berlin a day longer than 
they had planned, and struck from 
their schedule the intended flight 
from Reval, Estonia, to Leningrad, 
Russia, and return. 


With this revision, the schedule 


of Bixby and Clarke on leaving 
included Danzig, Koenigs- 
berg, Riga, Reval, Helsingfors, Abo, 
Stockholm, Kalmar, Lubeck, Ham- 
burg, Bremen, Amsterdam and 
London. Their flying schedule cov- 
ered these points in less than four 
days. The total cost of the air 
trip from Paris to Berlin and the 
Baltic ports and return to London, 
3200 miles in all, was about $250 
for each. 

The failure of the St. Louisans 
to obtain permission to enter Rus- 
sia does not mean necessarily that 
the Russian Government wished to 
exclude them. It more probably 
means that the tourists did not 
make their applications sufficient- 
ly far in advance, The routine of

States Marines in the mountainous 
jungle in Northern Nicaragua, be- 
tween the Coco and Bolay rivers. 

Sandino and his band are being 
slowly “pocketed” by large marine 
forces operating in that region, ac- 
cording to the latest reports. Al- 
though the operations of the ma- 
rines are difficult on accouht of 
the 


section and the rainy season, it is 
thought that within a few months 
Sandino will be forced from 
present stronghold either to sur- 
render to the marines or to flee 
across the border into Honduras. 

Marine headquarters here esti- 
mate the strength of the Sandinu 
band at. 150 men and think that, 
since the surrender of more than 
500 within the last two weeks, it 
is the only insurgent group now in 
the Nicaraguan interior. 

The marine forces number about 
1500 officers and men in Westera 
Nicaragua and more than 500 in 
the eastern region. Their opera- 
tions were described by marine of- 
ficers here as a ‘‘pinching’”’ process, 
which may prevent his flight.

‘HUNGARY ORDERS GYPSIES 


TO ABANDON NOMADIC LIFE 


Military Service and Gives Them 
All Civil Rights. 
BUDAPEST, July 21.—Hungary’'s 
most picturesque institution, gypsy 


'life, is about to pass away forever. 


A governmental decree, issued to- 
day, enacts their passing into law. 

Under the decree the 50,000 Hun- 
garian gypsies must forsake their 
nomadic habits, settle down in fixed 
abodes and take their places with 
ordinary folk as full-fledged and 
responsible subjects. Their new 
responsibility entails the liability of 
military service for the males and 
grants them -full suffragé and the 
right to own property. Along with 
their wandering they. must abandon 
the costumes their forefathers wore 
for centuries and adopt present-day 
European dress. Foreign. gypsies 
will fare even worse. They are 
month's time to leave 
Hungary, those remaining after 
that period being subject to jail 
sentences.

Sam H. Thompson Tells Chicago Lawyer and Vice 


: Cost of 
Handling Surplus Crops 
Should Be Split Up 


Agriculturists 


Agricultural depression is not. 
regional but national in character. | 
and the nation’s outstanding need 
is a permanent policy for agricul. 
ture, Sam H. Thompson of Quincy. 
lll., president of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, told a 
gathering at Oakville today, at th | 
first annual State-wide farmers’ 
Picnic of the St. Louis County 
Farm Bureau. 

“This great farmers’: organiza- | 
tion, with its 15.900 local units, in 
1800 counties and 45 states, has 
contended,” he said, “that it is 
sound business policy to meet this 
Situation by asking for a measure 
in which - the Government would 
only be required to give such neces- 
Sary assistance to co-operatives or 
other marketing agéncies as would 
permit the spreading of the cost 
of handling the surplus over the 
entire marketing unit of the com- 
modity. Such a measure would 
avoid a subsidy or drawing on the 
national treasury to put the Amer- 
ican farmer on the dole system.” 

Thompson took issue with poli- 
ticlans who deny that there is a 
farm. problem. Referring to De- 
partment of Agriculture’ reports, 
he declared there was a decline | 
in the value of farm lands and in 
farm income, an increase in forced 
sales and default of farm lands, an 
increase in farm’ bankruptcies, a 
steadily growing burden of tax:s 
increasing overhead expenses. He 
continued: 

Agricultural Depression General. 

“While there are some variatioas 
in the distress of the farmers that 
would result from differences in 
efficiency and different local con- 
ditions, the agricultural depression 
has been general throughout the 
country. Some localities, of course, 
have suffered more severely than 
others, but a decline in farm prices, 
rising cost of labor 


A study in 
the decline in income, the increase 
in tax burdens, the decline in cap- 
ital investment and the increase in 
overhead charges in the agricul- 
tural industry. tends to establish 
the fact that the agricultural de- 
pression is not regional but nation- 
al in character.” 


Farmers do not earn as much 
as other groups in the nation, 
Thompson declared, citing their re- 
turn on investment as 3 per cent, 
compared with 13 per cent in 1926- 
27 for the average incorporated | 
industry, according to Depart-| 
ment of Agriculture statistics. 

“If farmers had the money,” he | 
continued, ‘“‘they would purchase | 
a great deal more than they are

purahasing. The city market for a 
great many manufactured products | 
is often perilously near the satura- | 
tion point, but a vast potential mar- | 
ket for industrial products exists 
among the farmers. The reason 
they do not have more modern ap. 
pliances than city homes have is

“If something could be done to 
restore agriculture to a state of 
prosperity and thus bring to it in- 
creased purchasing power, the 
beneficial effect upon other in- 
dustries of this country would be 
tremendous. With a high protec- 
tive tariff on most manufactured 
goods, domestic industries would 
be able to get the benefit of this 
market.

While West probably will co.- 
tinue in his capacity as National 
Committeeman from lllinois, it wis 
thought likely he would resign 
from two other offices he hotis 
within his party, those of member 
of the Executive Committee. and 
vice chairman of the National Fi- 
nance Committee. 

West is 60 years old and a na- 
tive and resident of Illinois. His 
experience in politics, both national 
and local, has been extended, hav- 
ing held, in addition to other of- 
fices, the chairmanship of the Jlii- 
wois Republican State Centra: 
Committee five times. He was first 
elected to the Republican Nationa! 
Committee in 1912 for four years 
and upon re-election in 1924 he 
became its secretary. West is a 
lawyer. 

It was perhaps through West's 
successful handling of. Senator 
Charles S. Deneen’s campaign in 
Illinois in 1924 that he came fore- 
ibly to the attention of President 
Coolidge, and subsequently was 
chosen’ to aid William M. Butler 
in the presidential campaign that 
fall. He managed the Illinois bat- 
tle, delivering a plurality for the 
ticket second only to Pennsylvania. 

West first won state-wide dis- 
tinction when he managed the gu- 
bernatorial campaign of Deneen in 
1904. In that year he was chair- 
man of the Republican State Com- 
mittee. 

West's first wife, who was Lou- 
ise Augustus of Paris, Il'., died in 
1901. Three years later he mar- 
ried Miss Louise McWilliams of 
Dwight. He has two children, a 
son. Owen A. West, born of his 
first marriage, and a daughter, 
Mrs. le Grand Cannon, born of his 
second marriage.

Disappointed athletes and their 
friends, disappointed organiza- 
tions. fretting because they have 
not the exclusive disposition of 
Olympic affairs, and officials wh? 
failed of Olympic appointments 
join in the anvil chorus. 

“The A. A.’U. must go!” is the 
cry. 

It’s on old shout. The writer 
has listened to it every fourth 
year for a long time. But the 
fact remains that the A. A. U., 
with all its admitted blow-holes 
and shortcomings, still is the 
only organization that approxi- 
mates a nation-wide control of 
sports, 

The A. A. U. has done just 
about as well in the selection of 
the American team as any one 


could ask. In the minds of im- 
partial onlookers, . the United 
States team is made up of the very 
best athletes that America pos- 
sesses. The various tryouts 
throughout the country, leading 
up from district to sectional and 
national tests, have sifted out 
the weaklings. It is apparent 
to all that only thosc men whose 
performances qualified them 
for representation are on the 
team. 

And that is enough said. 

Whatever may be said against 
the A. A. U. it must be admitted 
that it has done a good and 
fair job in the picking of our 
Olympic representatives, Not 
a deserving man has been left 
off the team except for injury. 

If America is beaten, the 
blame will NOT be on the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union. 


Could Be Better. 
HE Olympics of 1932 will, 


one hopes, see a change in 
some Olympic aspects. It is to be 
hoped that the hap-hazard plan 
of raising money by contribu- 
tion or benefits will be aband- 
oned. 

The American Olympic team 
is an institution. It is a source 
of national pride. It is a won- 
derful means of advertising 
American methods and success. 
It is the best promoter of inter- 
national friendships and good 
will that we have. It is of in- 
terest and benefit to every citi- 
zen. 

It therefore should be main- 
tained out of the public pock- 
etbook and not out of private 
gratuities. 

The Olympic team costs the 
country about $350,000 every 
four years. Distributed in the 
form of a tax, operating over 
four year periods, the average 
cost of sending our Olympic rep- 
resentatives abroad would be 

‘yout 1-15 of a cent per person, 
for éach trip. 

Under the old plan some in- 
dividuals pay as high as $5000 
each; others, five cents; the 
majority, nothing at all! That 
is not an cquitable distribution 
of a national responsibility.
